The Smoke, Containing Formaltde- 
hyde, ts Able to KEEL Microbes, 
Although there !s a general lupres 

sion that tobacco sinoke Is au germicide, 

this property has not been sesigned 
hitherto to any one particular cvonstt 

uent of the smoke. The author of a 

note on the subject In the Lancet gives 

reasoas for belleving that among other 
germicidal constituents the smoke com 
talons formaldehyde. He says: 

“The composition of tobacco smoke ts, 
of course, complex, but everybody 
knows that tarry oils are a principal 
constituent, and certainly many oils 
are powerfully autiseptic. Nicotine, 
again, !s a strong disinfectant, but the 
ananrits «4 ¢hle notoom Tea LUD Nec sul Ke 
1s minute, If, Indeed, it Is present at 
all, At least In a number of chemical 
analyses of tobacco smoke made at dif- 
ferent times it was difficult to declare 
with absolute certainty that nicotine 
Was an Important constituent. The olly 
matter which accumulates in a tobacco 
pipe Is decidedly polsonous, but {t does 
not ¢ontsin any appreciable quantity of 
nicotine, the chief constituent being the 
very polsonous pyridin. 

“Tobacco smoke contains a decided 
quantity of the very polsonous gas car 
bon monoxide which has been used for 
preserving purposes and which there- 
fore must possess germicidal proper: 
tles. Some simple experiments which 
we have recently made would seem to 
confirm the observation that one of the 
principal constituents accounting for 
the gerinicldal properties of tobacco 
smoke ts the powerful antiseptic formal)- 
dehyde. The amount present is more 
than just appreciable, for !f water 
through which a few puffs of tobacco 
have been passed ts tested for formalde- 
hyde the result fs strikingly positive. 

“The quantity of formaldehyde tn to- 
bacco smoke would appear to depend 
on the quality and kind ef tobacco 
smoked. Thus the eclgar appears to 
yield more formaldehyde than the p!pe, 
and the pipe more than the clgarette. 
Possibly the peculiarly Irritating prop- 
erty of the smoke tssulng from the glow- 
Ing end of a cigarette or cigar or from
